NORTH RIM FIELD TRIPS: OCTOBER 6 – 9, 2015 (Tuesday – Friday) 
Grand Canyon National Park rangers engage students in real-world exploration of concepts in an outstanding outdoor setting. 

 These free programs include a fee waiver for free entry into the park. 

 Trips take place at the North Rim of Grand Canyon, and may include walking up to 2.5 miles on paved or unpaved 
trails. Elevations range from 8,000 – 9,000 ft. above sea level. 

 Programs are limited to a maximum of 35 students and require a student to chaperone ratio of 5:1.  

 If you have more than 35 students, park rangers can lead two programs simultaneously.
